COTTON  FUTURES  STATISTICS 
August  1941  -  July  1942 

INTRODUCTION 

Information  on  cotton  futures  trading  is  published  periodically 
by  the  Compliance  Branch  of  the  Food  Distribution  Administration,  l/ 
This  bulletin  covers  the  crop  year  1941-42  (August  1941  -  July  194*2'). 
The  statistics  are  a  continuation  of  those  presented  in  a  previous 
bulletin.  Cotton  Futures  Statistics,  October  1937  -  July  1941.  The 
information  is  derived  primarily  from  daily  trading  and  position  re- 
ports required  under  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act  of  exchange  clearing 
m^embers  and  large  traders. 

Nature  of  Statistics 

Three  contract  markets  conduct  trading  in  cotton  futures.  These 
are  the  New  York  Cotton  Exchange,  the  New  Orleans  Cotton  Exchange,  and 
the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade.     The  first  two  exchanges  are  the  more  ac- 
tive markets  and  most  of  the  information  applies  to  them.     Because  of 
war  conditions,  which  have  reduced  the  volume  of  transactions  reported, 
no  information  on  foreign  markets  is  given  for  the  crop  year  1941-42. 

The  linit  of  trading  on  the  New  York  Cotton  Exchange  is  50,000 
pounds,  equivalent  to  100  bales.     The  New  Orleans  Cotton  Exchange 
conducts  trading  in  both  50,000-  and  25,000-lb.  imitsj  and  the  latter 
is  the  sole  trading  unit  on  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade.     In  this  bul- 
letin, data  on  the  lOO-bale  and  the  50-bale  contracts  have  been  merged. 

Trading  is  permitted  in  12  cotton  futures,  one  for  each  month 
of  the  year.    However,  only  six  are  actively  traded  in,  namely, 
October,  December,  January,  March,  May,  and  July.     The  other  six 
months  have  been  grouped  together  and  appear  as  "inactive  futures." 

Primary  information  required  under  the  Commodity  Exchange  Act 
is  of  6  types*     volume  of  trading,  open  contracts,  contracts  set- 
tled by  delivery,  futures  prices,  reporting  traders'  futures  trans- 
actions and  commitments,  and  reporting  merchants'   spot  cotton  commit- 
ments.    The  data  in  this  bulletin  appear  in  this  order.

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Volume  of  Trading 

Volume  of  trading  figures  are  compiled  from  required  daily  re- 
ports giving  purchases  and  sales  of  all  clearing  members  of  each 
exchange.    The  aggregate  purchases  in  one  trading  session  equal  the 
aggregate  sales.    Volvime  of  trading  is  the  total  of  either  purchases 
or  sales,  but  not  purchases  and  sales  combined.     Table  1  shows  annual 
and  monthly  trading,  all  futures  combined,  on  each  of  the  three  cot- 
ton exchanges.     Table  2  gives  monthly  trading  in  each  future  on  the 
New  York  and  the  New  Orleans  Cotton  Exchanges.     The  volume  of  "pass- 
outs,"  i.e.,  offsetting  trades  cleared  outside  of  the  mechanism  of 
the  clearing  house,  is  included  in  the  volume  of  trading  figures  of 
both  exchanges.     In  1941-42,  pass-outs  amounted  to  15.5  percent  of 
the  total  volume  of  trading  on  the  New  York  Cotton  Exchange  and  the 
same  percentage  (15.5  percent)  on  the  New  Orleans  Cotton  Exchange. 
There  are  no  pass-outs  on  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  where  all 
trades  are  cleared  in  the  clearing  house.  , 

Open  Contracts 

Open  contracts  also  are  obtained  from  daily  reports  reqiiired 
of  exchange  clearing  members.     They  represent  the  aggregate  posi- 
tions of  customers  and  of  "house  accounts"  for  each  contract  market 
open  on  the  books  of  clearing  members  at  close  of  trading  each  day. 
As  the  aggregate  of  all  long  positions  equals  the  aggregate  of  the 
short,  only  one  side  is  shown.    Annual  and  month-end  open  contracts, 
all  futures  combined,  appear  in  table  3  for  each  of  the  three  cotton 
exchanges.    Month-end  open  contracts  for  each  future  are  shown  in 
table  4  for  the  New  York  and  New  Orleans  exchanges. 

Contracts  Settled  by  Delivery 

Contracts  settled  by  delivery  are  those  fulfilled  by  the  tender 
of  the  physical  commodity  in  the  form  of  warehouse  receipts.  The 
data  on  deliveries  are  obtained  from  reports  of  clearing  members 
and  from  notices  of  delivery  filed  with  the  Compliance  Branch  dur- 
ing the  delivery  period  of  each  future.     Table  5  shows  for  the  New 
York  and  New  Orleans  exchanges  futures  contracts  settled  by  deliv- 
ery, deliveries  as  percentage  of  maximum  open  contracts  during  the 
life  of  each  future,  and  deliveries  as  percentage  of  contracts  open 
at  beginning  of  first  notice  day.     There  is  also  included  in  table  5 
the  number  of  bales  represented  by  the  passing  of  notices,    A  notice 
is  said  to  be  "passed"  when  a  long  trader,  who  has  received  a  notice 
of  deliver^'  from  the  clearing  house,  sells  his  long  contract  instead 
of  standing  for  delivery.     On  selling,  the  long  trader  "passes"  the 
notice  on  to  the  buyer  to  whom  he  has  sold  the  contract.  Deliveries 
at  each  delivery  point  and  the  grade  and  staple  of  cotton  tendered 
appear  in  tables  6  and  7  for  the  New  York  and  New  Orleans  exchanges. 
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Futures  Prices 

Futures  prices  are  obtained  from  records  of  the  exchajiges. 
Table  8  lists  daily  closing  prices  by  futures  during  the  crop 
year  on  the  New  York  and  the  New  Orleans  Cotton  Exchanges.  In 
most  instances  closing  quotations  are  those  established  in  the 
closing  seconds  of  each  trading  session.    When  more  than  one  price 
was  reported  during  the  closing  period,  a  range  is  shown.     If  no 
transactions  occurred  during  the  close,  but  a  bid  or  nominal  quo- 
tation was  reported,  this  is  shown  as  "b"  or  "n,"  respectively. 

Trades  and  Commitments  of  Reporting  Traders 

IWienever  a  trader's  position  in  any  one  cotton  future  on  any 
contract  market  equals  or  exceeds  5,000  bales,  he  is  required  to 
report  to  the  Compliance  Branch  on  a  daily  basis.    He  must  report 
his  trades  and  his  long  and  short  commitments  in  all  futures  on 
all  markets  (including  foreign  markets).     It  is  further  required 
that  the  trader  classify  his  commitments  as  to  type,  i.e.,  whether 
hedging,  straddling,  or  speculative.     The  reports  of  these  large- 
scale  traders  are  the  source  of  information  contained  in  tables  9 
to  13. 

Table  9  gives  the  monthly  purchases  and  sales  of  reporting 
traders  on  each  contract  market  and  table  10  shows  month- end  com- 
mitments of  ^reporting  traders.     Tables  11  to  13  give  daily  commit- 
ments, classified  according  to  whether  they  are  hedging,  straddling, 
or  speculative,  of  reporting  traders  on  the  New  York  and  the  New 
Orleans  Cotton  Exchanges. 

Spot  Commitments  of  Reporting  Traders 

Included  in  the  group  of  reporting  traders  are  a  number  of 
cotton  merchants  who,  in  addition  to  their  futures  operations,  are 
dealers  in  spot  cotton.     Table  14  shows  the  aggregate  sales  and 
purchases  of  "on  call"  cotton  as  reported  to  the  Compliance  Brsuich 
each  week.     These  "on  call"  positions  are  based  on  New  York  cotton 
futures  and  are  reported  by  merchants  with  futures  contracts  of 
5,000  bales  or  more  in  any  one  future  on  any  contract  market. 

Table  15  covers  spot  cotton  and  futures  commitments  and  basis 
positions  of  reporting  merchants  each  week,  August  1939  to  July  1942, 
This  information  appears  for  the  first  time.     It  is  a  comparison 
of  spot  cotton  commitments  of  merchants  with  their  futures  positions.
